Gentlemen, 

We have to draw your attention to the action 
of two of our workera named Wong Chung (= * ) and Cheu 
Teang Pao 8] te) in inciting the rest of the workers 
to go on etrike and coercing them to sign their names on 
the list of participants. As we are afraid that the 
outbreak of the atrike will be detrimental to peace and 
good order, we have, apart from reporting to the Wayside 
Police and asking for their protection, to forward thia 
for your record and also request that an officer be 
sent here to make an investigation so as to aip the trouble 
in the bud.
